THE ALLEGATION OF FORGERY sUSTAINED.

The hearing in the matter of the
vontestel will of Deokwith 8. Brook
way helll before A W, Boyd, Reginter,
nl Wilkesbarre, 1nst week Tuesday

Senator Hughes, of I'hilu.n]\-‘phia,
counsol for the plaintiife, Charles B
and Frank K. Brockway, opened the
onse by calling Frank K. Brockway to
the witness stand, whose_testimony in
brief was that the allege® will subimit-
Ll for probate some years ago by Dag-
il F. Seybert, in which the said Sey-
hert was mwde the exeeutor and beng-
ficiary of the estale of Beckwith 8.
Brookway, decensed, is a forgery.

He was familinr with the handwrit
ing of his father and also with the
handwriting of Daniel I, Seybert, and
revognized the writing on the will a4
the writing of Duniel F. Seybert, The
giguaturo to the will was not in the
handwriting of bis futher, Beokwith S
Livookway

Charles 15 Brockway also testified to
tho lorgers of Lis fathir's name to  the
whivgod willy and gave reason for know.

He remembered n conversation with
William \. Seybert about the will in
whieh William stated that the whole
thing was n forgory., That there was
a difference between Daniel F. and
William W, Seybert in 1874, It oo
enrred one day while they were passing
from one of I{miul'n honses to another,
both being on the samoe propoerty ; that
Daniel insisted upon \\Pillllnm mying
him some money that he owed ; that
William reminded him that the agree-
ment wad, when he signed the forged
will a8 a witness, that his debt to A
iel was eancelled and that in cnse the
will got throngh all right and Daniel
got the money [rom the insurance com-
poanies, n much larger sum (mentioning
thousands) would be paid to William
in addition to canoclling the debt.
Daniel would not hear to this and said
ho wounld issne an exeoution and com-
wl William to pny.  William said that
|!P told Daniel then and there that he
would expose the forgery of the will if
Daniel attempted to collect the money.
Danicl made a rosh at William and
said; “D—n you, I'll kill you if you
oxpose that will business.” Willian
stopped to one side and avoided the
biow and Rickt‘d up a stone to defend
himeelf. Witness talked with Daniel
afterwards about the quarrel that had
occurred between him and William,
when Daniel said to him, the witness,
that ho would certainly kill William if
he exposed anything.

C. 5:" 1Till, an insurance agent from
Hazleton, who wrote the poliey of
Beokwith 8. Brockway in the /Eina
Life Insurance Company, of New
York, was the next witness. Hea was
requested to examine the will and state
in whose handwriting the will was
written, Mpr. Hill said, after a careful
examination of the writing, that he
was of the opinion that Daniel F, ﬂcf-
bert had written the body of the will,
and that the signatore attached thereto
was oot in the handwriting of DBeck-
with 8. Brockway, but appeared to him
to rasemblo the writing in the body of
the will, which he was sura was writ-
ten by Daniel F. Soybort; also npon
crogs-examination that while on his way
home from Pittsbarg, after a trial, he
was in the company of William .
Seybert, who said to him that the note
presented by Daniel to the conrt to
prove that he had an insureable inter-
et in Mr. Brockway's life, was a forg.
ery, and that the will was no better,

This closed the testimony of the
plaintiff. Danicl F. Seybert, though
present at the heanng in the beginning,
declined to take any part in the exami-
nation of the witnesses or to be pres
ent by connsel.  Counselor IMnghes
asked that the Register roject the pro-
bato of the will, as the evidence pre-
sented left no particle of doubt that
the will was a forgery. After reading
over the testimony agnin, Register
Boyd granted the prayer of the poti-
tionora for the rejection of the will,

HISTORY OF TIE CASKE.

About the year 1867 Danicl ¥, Sey-
bert, of Beach Haven, induced llec“;-
with 8. Brockway, of the same vicinity,
to have hix life insured for the sum of
240,000,0f which 20,000 were in the
Etna Life of New York, $10,000 in
the Conneoticut Mutual Lifo and $10,-
000 in the Mutnal Benefit Life, of
Nowark, N. J. About a year uftor
this Beckwith 8. Brockway died. The
death proof was made out and “pll the
preparations made for collection of the
msurance money by D, F, Seybert.
The companies intercstod  objeoted to
paying Seybert on the grnmull that he
had no insurable interest in the case.
Seybert brought suit against the [Etna
company in 1872 in the courts of Lug-
erne county. The matter was submit-
ted to a referve—now Judge Hand-—
whose decision was adverse to Sey-
bert's elaim on the gronnd that he had
no insurable interest in the life of
Brockway. Seybert rested until 1889,
when he brought suit againat the New-
ark company for the amount of its
policy, $10,000.

New complications had arisen in the
meantime butwosn Daniel ¥, Saybert
and William  Wallace Seybert, ~ who
wis the witpess o the will under
which Daniel held his claim.  Willlam
had carried out s threat and when
the case ngainst the Newark company
was ealled the most important witness
for the company was  Dasiel's former
confederate, W. W, Seybert. Tho thing
that Daniel depended upon to win his
oase before the United Stats  Court
was a note for 10,000 that he placed
in evidence.  This note it was n'llogml
was given by Beckwith 8. Brockway
Lo Daniel F. Seybert for value receiv-
el.  William W. Seybert ook the
stand and swore that this note was n
forgery, and that the will held by
Daniel wis o better,  That ended the
matter at that time and in  the mean-
time the heirs of Beokwith 8 Drock-
wiy began to look up their interest.

The insurance companios have n liw-
stit now with the people who are free
from all the complicating allisnces that
mde Daniel F. Seybert a Tailure be-
fore the courts, snd the impression
among well-posted lawyers is that the
companies will have to hand over 280,
000, instend of 40,000, a4 the wliim
originally stoold, the intersst for six-
toen yonrs  just  abont donbling  the

He Meant to Shoot OGrant,

THE STORY THAT AN OFFICER IN LEKS
ARMY 18 SAID TO HAVE RELAT-

EN AFTER TIHE WAR,

A writer in the New York Sun tells
this story : A few months after the
termination of the siege of Paris in
1871, during which I had acted as spo-
cial correspondent for an English news.
paper, I was taying for a shory time
aL tne Grand Hotel in that city. While
I wos nixping coffee and smoking a of-
gar an American friend, Calonel W,
entered and introdnced me o a gentle-
man who accompanied him. We sat
down at the little marble table of the
eafa for a chat.  The conversation soon
beenme interesting, for all three wero
brimful of military ancodotes and ro-
miniscenees of the late war in Franoce
a8 well a9 of the war in Amerien.
Colonel W.'s friend, whose name has
eseaped my memory, was prevailed up-
on Lo relate the following story, which
ig givon as thoroughly reliable:

SAlthongh the Colonel here and 1
were firm frienda from the days of our
youth, we fonnd ourselves, like many
others, when the war of sceession
broke out, ranged upon opposite sides.
Wae were, however, spared the distress
of being thrown into immediate per-
sonal contact daring that dreadful pe-
riod, T was Alwn‘yn a headstrong, im-
petuona sort of fellow, and a red-hot
partisan of the Confederate cause.
Townrd the lavter part of the war 1
had worked up my intemperate zeal to
the point of believing that nothing
muh\ save the Confederney from de-
struction except some heroie deed of
sell-wacrifice.  The continued series of
defeats which wa had recently sustain-
od at the hands of General Grant had
served to inspire in my mind an intense
rage which ulrl.imal.ely ‘lfgarmraled into
a bitter porsonal hatred sgainat the
man himself.

“At this particular period we were
nearing what proved to ba the termi-
nation of the terrifie struggle, for Gen-
eral Loe, in whose army Y was an offi
cer, was expeoting o come into actual
collision with General Grant's main
army from day to day. OF course yon
have read and heard all about the final
surrender of the Confederate forces.
As soon as information reached me
that our sacred cause was rnined my
indignation rendered me farions, but [
breathed not n word of the ignoble
resolution which I had saddenly form-
od, namely, that Genersl Grant should
not survive his triumph.  Briefly, I so
contrived as to get mixed up among
the group of staff officers surrounding
General Lee when Grant rode down
unostentationsly to reeeive the formal
surrender of our chieftain. 1 had pro-
viously, however, fortifiecd myself for
the ecritioal moment with two stiff
glasses of whisky, Then 1 set myself
to watching closely for an opportunity
of getting a shot at him with my ro.
volver.

“When Lee advanced with melan-
choly but courteons digni.y and ten-
dered his sword to the congueror 1
could have lodged a bullet in Grant's
heart with dead cortainty, but some
mysterious interposition of "rovidencs
stayed my murderous hand for the mo-
maent. General Geant took the proffer-
ed sword with both hands, examined it,
and, with a winoing smile, gracefully
handed it back to its owner, saying:
“This beantiful weapon counld not be
worn by a braver or worthier mon,
Thorefore, General Lee, 1 have the
honor of returning iv o you,” or words
to this effeot,

“A sudden rovulsion of feeling over-
came e ad tears rushed to my eyes,
Time passed and it was not until about
two yoars ago that I found the chanes
of onee more seeing Goneral Grant
On that oconsion 1 was presented to
him in the White Iouse by Colonel
W.  With choked utterance I entreat-
od o few private words with him, con-
fessed the shame, which for sevoeral
years had weighed heavily on my
weart, aud craved his forgiveness, Lay-
bug s lefy hand on oy shoalder he
held my right hand within his warm
and friondly grasp, ns with that sad
but bewitchiog smile of his he snid
softly : ‘Lot us both thank God, sir,
and never spenk of the incident again,””

The Oldest Judge m the World Uies in
Lynohburg, Virgina.

Judge James Garland, probably the
oldest judge in the world, and it is be-
lieved, the oldest member of the Ma-
sonie fraternity in the Upited States,
died at his home  in Lynchburg Satur-
dny uight, in the 93th year ol his age.
Judge Garland was a native of Albe-
marle county, Va., and descended from
one of the beat families.  He adopled
the profession of the law, and, being a
man of remarkable intellectual endow-
ments, was early in his career conspic-
uous for his great ability as an ad-
vooate, and  finally came to  be
the greatest proseculing attorney in
Western  Virginia.  He served as a
volunteer in the war of 1812, and was
twice eloled to congress. During
Jackson's admivistration he was a
warm friond of the President, and
make a notable apeech in defence of the
latter in the house, for which Jackson
thanked him both in person snd by
letter. Ile was [1ronuuulqu altorney
for nearly twenty years, and judge of
the eorporstion court for fifteen years,
and has been altogether ot the bar and
on the beneh 73 years, having only re-
tired in 1883, when in his 92d year,
and after he had become totally blind.

In all his official life he never had
but two of his decision reversed. He
beeame a Mason in 1812, Ile voted
for Jumes Madison for President, and

every nominee of the Domoeratic party
gince, linving gone to the polls in a car-
riage last November nnd cast lis vote
for Cleyeland and Hoendricks. The
bella of the oity were tolled ont of re-
spect to him.
